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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language, failing to conform to current U.S. practice. They appear to be a 
literal translation into English from a foreign document. The claims appear to be a list of 
the elements of the invention without a clear explanation of each element's placement. 
The structure that goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively specified. 
The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. Applicant is advised to completely review the claims for 
errors. For example: in claim 4 the expression "the inner component part is designed as 
a plastic part, and is adjusted as a fill body in such a manner to the annular outer 
component part" is not clearly understood by the Examiner, what is adjusting in the 
inner component part for a fill body, and what is a fill body? The limitation "the annular 
component part" lacks antecedent basis, and this limitation is again claimed in claim 3. 

3. For the purpose of this Office action, the claims will be examined as best 
understood by the examiner. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 2-5, 7, 8, 10, 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Focht (U.S. Patent no. 3,652,018) as best understood by the Examiner. 

Focht discloses a dispensing head comprising: an annular outer component part 
10 having at least one nozzle 2, a swirler flow guiding system 14 placed in front of the 
nozzle 2 (see figure 1); an inner component part 20 with a flow channel 25/26, the two 
component parts formed an annular channel 27 (see figures 1 and 2), wherein the 
annular channel 27 is part of the flow channel 25/26 (see figure 3), and the two 
component parts are molded material such as plastic (see column 1 , line 75). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Focht in view of Clevenger (U.S. Patent no. 3,500,761). 

Focht teaches all the limitations of the claims except for axially locking means 
and a protective cover. However, Clevenger discloses axially locking means between

outer component part 24 and an inner component part 22 (near the top of figure 1), a 
protective cover 72. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art to have provided the device of Focht with axially locking means and a 
protective cover as suggested by Clevenger. Doing so would provide an effective and 
safe dispensing head. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 12/26/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2-1 1 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
